Guiteau (sneeringly)—- That is ow- 


ing to my poor weak mind and dis- 
ordered intellect. 


Reed continued—Davidge conde- 


scended to read yesterday a portion 
of the evidence in relation to this in- 
cident, to show, as he claimed, the 
depravity of the prisoner, and Judge 
Porter kindly suggested to him that 
Guiteau struck his father in the back.

Then I am 
going to ask your Honor to read it, 
and then I will discuss the question 
as to whether I shall deliver it to tho 
jury.

In conclusion Reod said "Gen- 


tlemen of tho jury, you all eaid when 
you were sworn "that you would be 
governed by the evidence, and stand 
up to it, without regard to the effect 
it might have on you and your busi- 
ness.

Falter not in the performance 


of a duty that shall save, \ou and 
this fair body from eternal disgrace. 
I assert that the conviction of this 
man to tho gallows and his execution 
would be HE infamy beyond descrip- 
tion—an indelible stain on American 
jurisprudence and American justice. 
Think of tho bcene, if you condemn 
him to the gallows. If such day 
shall ever come—and I do not be- 
lievo it can, ever come, under this 
evidence—think of this man brought 
out from his cell with the same pale 
face and weary wandering eyes, offi- 
cers of tho law marching around 
him, 
pinioning him with cords so
